As to 
whether or not this will happen is something else again 
but in my humble opinion, often expressed, Chicago 
certainly has earned the restoration of the national 
label. It should be the mecca of dealers from coast 
to coast. Unfortunately such is not the case at the 
present time but is only because the committee in charge 
hasn’t made a drive in this direction. It has been satis- 
fied to cater largely to retailing in which the show has 
been markedly successful, The NADA meeting held this 
week was but a gesture, being poorly attended but that 
was because there really was no reason for a meeting 
at this time. 





THE EXHIBITORS are going to put in their best 
licks in the last half of the week. From what I hear 
Chicago is in a buying mood but late in getting started. 
As this is written I should say that sales are about 20 
per cent better than at the Coliseum last January but the 
old horoscope shows that this should whoop up to at 
least 50 per cent before the industry calls it a day.

THE BUYING TREND seems to be toward the higher 
priced cars, not in volume, perhaps, but a pickup in 
percentage of sales increase. The low bracket, though 
is not complaining because it seems to have all the 
business it can handle at the present time, but increased 
interest in the higher priced cars undoubtedly shows 
that the people have got over their fright, dug into the 
old sock and finding there the money to buy.

I GOT A LINE on this trend at the Lincoln-Ford 
lunch at the Drake Monday noon when A. 8. Hatch, 
sales manager of Lincoln, talking to the newspaper men 
breaking bread with the executives from Dearborn, said 
that he had commitments for 225 big Lincolns in October 
and 200 so far this month. These are the jobs that 
sell around $5,000 and run into real money. The state- 
ment only goes to bear out the prediction I have just 
made—that there is a distinct trend to the high-priced 
stuff. Without any tooting of trumpets, Hatch modestly 
said that in the case of the new Lincoln-Zephyr the 
first 10 days after the announcement produced 5,000 
orders.

In some sections it is 
reported that dealers were unable to make deliveries at 
once despite the fact that plants started production well 
in advance of the new model announcement dates.

during December that schedules would be slightly cur- 
tailed. This would be in line with the policy which the 
industry has followed for the past several years of 
gearing its production to the demand. There are some 
who feel that there may be a slight recession, due 
largely to weather conditions during the coming month, 
while others hold that the impetus of Christmas buying 
in which the industry has been unable to share in past 
years will sustain the interest that has been developed 
at the shows. It seems a foregone conclusion at this 
time that the final two months of the year will be far 
in advance of similar periods in past years so far as 
sales are concerned.

First definite figures on the effect of 
shows on sales come from Wayne 
County which includes the City of De- 
troit. Registrations of new passenger 
cars and trucks here during the show week which closed 
last Saturday totaled 2,975 passenger cars and 205 trucks 
as against the show week in January which ran from 
Jan, 12 to 19, when 1,473 new passenger cars and 170 
trucks were registered. While it may be argued that 
the shortage of new models for delivery at the winter 
show held down registrations for the week, there can be 
no denying the increased buying demand revealed in 
these statistics.

Returns from 28 states on new passen- 
ger car registrations show a total of 
72,559 against 67,410 in the same states 
@ year ago. This reverses the trend 
shown last week when reports indicated October sales 
this year running under those of a year ago. This is 
accounted for by the fact that some states are showing 
gaod increases this year while others show decided 
losses. If the trend indicated in the latest reports hold 
true throughout the remaining states it is likely that 
sales for the month will total approximately 150,000 units 
against the 140,937 recorded last year. In the tabula- 
tion last year the states reported to date for October, 
1934, accounted for approximately 48 per cent of the 
month’s total.
